State study finds no lead 
epidemic among children

There is no epidemic of lead 


~-poisoning- among local chitdren; ~ 


according to the preliminary 
results of a blood lead study. 

Conducted by the Ilinois 
Department of Public Health, 
the study further showed that 
while about"16 percent of the 
children tested did have high 
blood lead levels, there is no 
“smoking gun’’ cause to link the 
higher levels together. me 

The blood lead study is related 
to the U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency’s planned Si r- 
fund cleanup of lead contamina- 
tion in soil around the Taracorp 
lead scrap pile at 15th and State 
streets in Granite City. 

According to Dr. Renate Kim- 
bro of the Agency for Toxic Sub- 
stances and Disease, which fund- 
ed the study, the mean blood 
lead level of children aged six 


‘What allthis means is that there is not a problem 


‘months to 71 months was 6.9 
micrograms per deciliter. 

She said a level above 10 
micrograms per. deciliter is con- 
sidered ‘‘cause for concern’’ and 
that a level above 10 was found 
in 78 of the 492 children six to 71 
months.

“I talked to the families of all

@. My Azalea buds are brown. 
Should I cut them off? Are they 
dead? * 

A. Azalea buds are normally 
brownish in color. If the buds 
are still fat, they probably are 
all right. If they look shrunken 
and wrinkled, they are dead. To 
make absolutely sure, leave 
them alone unti] the blooming 
season is here in only a few 
weeks. You can prune azaleas 
for shape and to remove dead 
wood after they bloom. That way 
you will get all possible bloom 
fromi the plant. 

Q. When propagating my gar- 
den seeds, do I need suppiemen- 
tal lighting if the pots are in a

value, it comes out ahead though because it 
is thin-skinned,”’ he says. 

The fruit looks different than navels that 
drop into the market from the arid West. 
The weather scars the outside of the fruit. 
Part of the peel may turn green as the 
Season progresses, because of temperature 
changes. Neither affects the fruit’s interior 
sweetness.

Entering the Leggett House in 
Carthage, Mo. is like crossing 
the threshold to another 
world — a world of turn-of-the- 
century elegance and charm. 

The rich oak panels, fireplace 
and open stairway in the entry 
hall create a warm backdrop 
against which Inn Keepers Nolan 
and Nancy Henry welcome 
guests into their home. 

The Henrys, who bought the 
home at 1106 Grand Ave. three 
years ago, have restofed their 
spacious old house to its former 
beauty. After working around 
the clock for over-a year with 
outside help, the couple opened 
the doors as a bed & breakfast. 

“‘When we first bought the 
home, we figured it would take 
us about five years to have it 
completely restored," Nancy 
Henry said. “It’s going to take 
us every bit of it—may' even a 
little more.”’ 

The Victorian Carthage stone 
house.was originally built in 1901 
as a family residence for indus- 
trial pioneer J. P. Leggett. Leg- 
gett was an inventor who 
patented a coil spring which he 
and his partner used to create a 
thriving business, Nancy Henry 
said. 

The Leggett ‘House is one of 
four bed & breakfasts located in 
Carthage, off U.S. Highway 71. 
The other establishments include 
Hill House, Grand Avenue Inn 
and Maple Lane Farm. 

The Henry’s, who retired and 
moved to Carthage from Kansas 
City, had been looking for some 
time for the perfect house. From 
the moment the Henrys first 
walked through the house, they 
knew it was for them. 


The Henrys enjoy 
their guests and are 
quick to share tidbits 
of information about 
the house and the 
town.

“We saw it and bought it the 
same weekend,’’ Nancy Henry 
said. 

The couple’s friendly manner 
helps guests feel at home during 
their visit. After signing a guest 
book, visitors are led up the stair- 
case and shown to the second-floor 
bedrooms. The leaded and beveled 
glass windows along the staircase 
cast a sparkling glint on the car- 
peted steps.

When the Henrys’ initially 
bought the heuse, ir younges' 
daughter used it as a bedroom and 
art studio.

In the first-floor kitchen, Nolan 
Henry points out some of the 1900’s 
features which are still in use 
today, such as the built-in warm- 
ing oven in the radiator heating 
system; a maid’s call bell; gas 
and electric lights; and an eleva- 
tor.
